4. To see if the town will grant the free use of the 
Town hall on Memorial Day and evening to Abiel A. 
Livermore Post, G. A. R. 


5. To see if the town will vote to grant the free’use 

of the Town hall Friday afternoon preceding Memorial 
Day for memorial exercises of the public schools and 
one evening to the High school graduating class. 


6. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate fifteen hundred dollars (being $30 each for -fifty 
hydrants) or any other sum to be applied to the credit 
of the water works for hydrant service. 


7. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the laying of service pipes for the water 
works and the general improvement, care and mainten- 
ance of the water works system. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care and support of the 
public library and the library building and lot. 


9. To see what action the town will take in relation 
to installing more street lights.

FIRE LOSS. 


The fire loss for the past year has been much less than 
in previous years. May 23, fire at depot store, on roof, 
caused from spark from engine; damage $100. Boston 
& Maine settled claim. July 4, fireat Thomas Cooley’s. 
Barn destroyed, house saved after a hard fight by firemen 
in a stiff wind. Loss $800, partly covered by insurance. 

The department have been called over the line into 
Milford three times in the past year. ‘l'wice the hand 
tub was taken out and once used. The.covered bridge, 
the Jerome farm buildings, and the school house at Pine 
Valley. 


NEEDS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The engine house needs a cement floor as the timbers 
are rotting out badly, and the floor is not safe. We ree- 
ommend that the town purchase a chemical engine, as 
we have found by experience that 90: per cent. of the 
fires in this town can be handled to better advantage by ° 
a chemical than by water. ‘The damage by water is thus 
eliminated. Every town in this section has a chemical 
and we believe that we ought to have one. By achemi- 
cal the outsiders are better protected, where now they 
have practically no protection. We recommend more 
hose for 1911, as 1000 feet is not enough for a town of 
this size.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The School Board are glad to be able to report favor- 
ably as to the present condition and progress of the schools 
of town during the past year. 

We have been compelled to make more changes in 
the teaching force than during any previous year, and 
have now but six of the same teachers who were with us 
one year ago, 

To fill these vacancies. wisely has been a matter of 
much care. We trust that we have been reasonably suc- 
cessful, and the spirit of loyalty and harmony which ex- 
ists is especially gratifying to the Board. 

‘There has been good effort to conform to the lines of 
work laid out in the State courses, and thus make up so 
far as may be for the lack of a superintendent. 

The interruptions in attendance caused by illness 
have been unusually many. We feel that it is a matter 
for congratulation that the various cases of diphtheria 
have not resulted in an epidemic, and we feel that credit 
is due the Board of Health. 

We have installed in our school building, asa proper 
sanitary measure, modern drinking fountains that dis- 
pense with the use of cups. 

But non attendance for trivial reasons is far too fre- 
quent. Parents should remember that this makes it im- 
possible for teachers to keep the work up to schedule. 

For the good of all concerned and to prevent un- 
necessary multiplication of classes, children beginning 
school with the 1st grade must enter at the beginning of 
the school year. 

In their report of one year ago the Board referred to 
the marked increase in our high school enrollment. This 
increase has continued and we now have nearly three 
times the pupils -we had two years ago. It has been nec- 
essary to place additional seats in the physics room. If 
however, as seems likely, the enrollment should continue 
to increase, other measures will be necessary. 

We would again urge parents and others interested 
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to visit oir schools and satisfy themselves as to the qual- 
ity of the work. |

REPORT OF TRUANT OFFICER 


T’o the School Board, Wilton, N. H.: 


I herewith present the following report of my ser- 
vices as T'ruant Officer from October 1, 1909, to February 
gas Ter alge ne 

I have been called upon to investigate thirty-nine 
cases of absences from school. In some instances the ab- 
sence was for lack of proper clothing and shoes, In other 
cases, sickness, some had removed from town without 
giving their teacher any notice of their going. — 

To a large number of cases the cause may well be 
laid to the parents in allowing the child to stay away 
from school without any good reason, : 

A number may be classed as truants, who remain 
away from school contrary to their parents’ wishes, and 
in most cases I have placed them in school only to be 
called upon to look after them again in afew days. In 
one instance the same child was placed in school five 
times.
